Ltviciifooi,, ,7uly 7. — The Cunard 
steamship Servm, from lioston on June 
29, having on board the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Mas- 
sachusetts, reached the landing place 
here at four o'clock. The Americane 
were greeted with the heartiest of cheers 
from the vast concourse of people ami 
they made a lusty response. The entliti- 
siasiii displiiyed by the liritish hjis rarely 
been etiualled. The ,\tnericaiiB weie 
met by the reception committee of the 
Honorable .Artillery Coitipaiiy of Lon- 
don, the I'^arl of Derby, the Lord Mayor, 
tnany iiiilitarv otiicers, civic, ollicials anil 
a number of proiiiiiient people.

Almig 
the route originally fixed for the ijarade 
were lines of patient crowds, some of 
whom had been there since early morn- 
ing, tuixioiisly awaiting the arrival of 
tliel'.o.sion ,\ ticieiits, who, however, were 
not expiH'ti'd until 11.30, an hour later 
than the time last announced.

Lii.NDON, July 7. — During the thiril 
reading of the diseases of animals bill in 
the House of Lords to-day Bnron Her- 
schell.

VANOonvEn, July 7. — At the inass 
meeting called at the Market hall last 
night to coiiaidur the Mongolian iniini-

* » * introdneea into our midst 
fllth, immorality, polygamy, gamhling, 
opium liahit, etc.; and, wheieaa, such 
importation is a suriona menace to the 
prosperity of the Dominion, the Domin 
ion government be aeked to increaae the 
tax on Chinese from $50 to $600 per 
head." 

James Wilkes, of Union, moved a re 
solution to ask the govermiient for rea- 
son of the unfair competition of ,Iap- 
ani'se and the dcinorali/.alion of the 
labor nuirkot and to take Home nieana lo 
Htop their impDitalioii. Another reso- 
lution was passed authorizing the circu- 
lation of a monster petition in the prov- 
ince to secure the names of all those op- 
posed to Mongolian immigration. A 
fourth resolution was also passed to the 
effect that all the resolutions passed he 
sent to the Lieut.-Governor-in-council , 
with the request that they receive offi- 
cial entiorsation and BUi)port.

lulu. The doctor has iMircliased a share 
in a inedii'al practice in that city. 

Peacock's log house at Chase river was 
totally destroyeii ijy lire on Sundav 
night. The original cause was a bash 
lire in the neighborhood. Mr. Peacock 
and his wife escaped injury. 

One iuindred and sixty acres on 
Hornby Island, hitherto the property of 
William Ford, were disposed of by 
sheriff's sale yesterday afternoon to sat- 
isfy the registered judgment of Jane 
Honevman. The purchasers were as 
follows: One lot of 40 acres, C. II. H. 
I'otts, for $13 ; one lot of -10 acres, F. 
Rowbotham, for iflTi ; one lot of HO acres, 
C. II. P.. Potts, for $70. 

J. A. Caldwidl, wlio togetlnn- with P. 
liable was out at Xanaimo lakes on Sun- 
day, states that the tremendous biisli 
fire, the smoke of which was plainly 
visilile here, is seviMal miles beyond the 
lakes. The etlect is said to have been 
magnificent, and strongly suggestive of 
a huge city in flames. 

Seven dwellings were burned to the 
ground at Union on Sunday morning. 
Mort of them belonged to A, D. Wil- 
liams. Loss about $0,000. The bouses 
were well insured. The origin of the 
fire is not known. Bush Sroa threatened 
Grant & Oo.'s new sawmill on the Court- 
enay road. About fifty men were kept 
working all night lighting tlae fire. No 
damage was done to the mill. The de- 
stroyed buildings were practically the 
property of the Dominion Loan and In- 
vestment Association of Toronto, Out., 
that association having advanced the 
money for their erection.

It 
ran 47 per cent, metallic copi)or and ia of 
ii very good smelting character, being the 
carbonates of copper. 

Mr. tieorgo Kury has lately arrived 
from his jiroiierties in the McMurdo 
country, and is now waiting for an ex- 
pert to arrive from the States to exam- 
ine them. lie owns several jjroperties 
in that neighborhood.

THE " (^UOTimKN'S" Vli'.WS 

On llie Result of tlie lilcctions in the Prov- 
ince ot 9'icbec. 

The (Juotidien, of Levis, in an oxceed- 
inu' frank article on the tituatioii, says : 
"The result of the election on the 23rd 
will for a long time remain Incomprehen- 
sible. Everyone ia astonished, and we 
may add that the victors themselves can- 
not undorstand what it all moans. 
When Hon. Mr. Dickey brouL'ht down 
the remedial bill, Laurier thought lit to 
turn his back ui)Oii his own j)rovince and 
caress theaupportof Protestant ( )ntario, 
counting, no doubt, that the iricieased 
vote in tliat province would recoiupenai! 
him for any loss which the betrayal of 
Quebec might bring about. On the 
other ■ hand, Sir Charles Tupper 
placed bis political existence and 
that of his party in jeopardy in order to 
render justice to our co-religionista 
To-day he would be quite justified in 
regretting that so much devotion and 
sacrilice had been given for an ungrate 
ful a minority. We cannot help recal 
ling to mind the words of Mercier, who, 
without the same reason as Sir Charles 
Tujjper, on the morrow of a crushing de 
feat exclaimed, " Mine is an inferior 
race." The Conservative i)arty justly 
counted upon the unanimous vote oi the 
Province of (.Quebec, while we had well 
founded doubts as to the result in On- 
tario and the other Protestant provinces 
What then is our astonishment when we 
find that the Catholics of Quebec have 
voted almost unanimoualy for Mr. Laur- 
ier and his candidates who had he 
trayed the cause of tlio JIanitoha 
minority, according to the expression 
used by ^Igr.

W e deserve the an 
preme contempt of those English Prot- 
estants who so generously extended us 
their hand, and history will prove that 
we will have received exactly what we 
deserve. In tl e future it will be ac 
knowledged that the French-Canadians 
must bo led by the nose in order to have 
their support, and that generous acts, 
such as those employed hv Sir Charles 
Tujiper and his Miniatrj', are 
misunderstooii by such people ami 
completely thrown away. The cler- 
gy which took so great a part 
in the contest did not even

A Port Townseiid dispatch says: An 
ocean race of 12,000 uiileH, half way 
aronnd the world, bcfjan this week be- 
tween two splendidly e(iiiii>pc-d Britisli 
shipg, Viukiuitl and Liiuipara, bound to 
Calcuttii, British India. Tlie Yiirkuinl 
loadea a cargo of lumber at Port Blake- 
ley and Bailed from this port last Thurs- 
day. Her captain will take the western 
course, passing to the southward of Aus- 
tralia. The Yarkand has' sailed from 
the Sound on two previoua voyages to 
Calcutta, (jiice goiiij^ by the way of Capo 
Horn ami the Cape ol lioocl Hope and 
the oilier voyage by the \s'ay of Austra- 
lia, and ina<lo hotii passages iu about ISO 
days. Tlie Lucipsra, whiuli leuveM in a 
day or two, will take the route via Cape 1 
Horn and Cape of Good Hope. Tliu j 
Yarkand hap just couio out of the dry 
dock and is In trim condition, and the 
bottom of the Lucipara is Boiuewhat 
foul, otherwise both ships are evenly 
matched, and shipmasters arc much in- 
terested in tlie outcome, which is the 
first race from Paget Sound to India. 

AM IMMENSE OCEAN CABRIBB. 

By several hnndred tons the biggest 
sailiinr vessel tliat has ever come to this 
port is now din; from England with an 
immense general cargo for Vii'toriii aiid 
Vancouver, consigned to lOv.uia, Cole- 
man ik Evans. Slie is the steel four- 
masted sliip Drninrock, Capt, Builey, 
which left London for Victoria on the 
lOtli of Mareh last.

The Powers Anxious to Have ihe Cretan 
Question Si;ttled nt Once — 
Rusaiii's Attitude. 

Bkrmn, .1 uly (J. — The German foreign 
office is watching the Crete trou blee with 
intense interest. Though the ministers 
are away on vacation all can l)e assem- 
bled Itere on 24 hours' notice. An ofii- 
cial standing near to Prince Holieidohe 
said lo-ilay that the peace of the world 
depended upon Turkcy'ti moderation, 
enforced or otiKsr'viHc, in this contro- 
versy. " If Tu rkey attacks riMM'e," lie 
said, " liuBsia would immediately go to 
lier ri;HCiie, while Hngland will rush to 
protect her interests, and those of Aus- 
tria being threatened the Dreiband will 
be immediately engaged. Xo one can 
tell what the end will be in that ca8(\" 

The Vieiuio Fremdeublatt, an othcial 
organ, declares in an article in its issue 
of yesterday that the powers are desir- 
ous that the trouble in Crete shall be 
settled at once, all of tbecn being aware 
that H general upheaval in that island 
would lead to the breaking up of the 
Turkish empire. Therefore, the Freni- 
denblatt continues, the powers are de- 
t(!rmine(l to maintain the status quo at 
all hazards. Tlio paper adds tlial. nei- 
ther a union of Crete with (ireece nor 
tiie granting of autonomy to the island 
us eUiimed by the Cretan radicals will 
receive the assent of the powers. 

The VoBSische Zeitiing baa received 
advices saying that the Turkish warHliipt< 
in Cretan waters are totally unable to 
jirevont the landing of e.x:|ieditions from 
Greece, and narrates tlie capture of the 
'Turkish torpedo boat Edjer by a party 
of thirty-five Cretans. The Ka jer, which 
was built at Dantzi^ for the Turkish 
governmeat, was capable of developing 
a speed of twentv-tWD miles an hour. 
She was aarprised during the night by 
the t)and of Cretans, who killed all of 
lier crew except one of her engineers, a 
Gorman.

.VOr OVKHTHROWN. 

It seeius liurtl for oven tlie tiblest arul 
beat informed of the American newspa- 
pers to see the true siBniflcance of poli 
tictil cliiintjcs in this Dominion. Tlic 
New ^'ork Ileralii, for inHtitnee, heads its 
article on the result of the hito geiierul 
election "Overthrow of Protection in 
Canada." As everyone knows hy tliis 
time, protection baa not been overthrown 
in Canada. It, on the contrary, has 
been adopted by the victorious party, 
which, for election purposes, advocated 
free trade. We lind both the Lender of 
tlie Liberals and their chief orjjan hedg- 
ing on the trade qucHlion. .-Vfter the 
election, when perforuuiiicea and not 
promises are reciuired of the ijiberal 
Leader, we find him declaring, with t& 
spect to trade, that his party are reform' 
era not revolutionists, and we also see the 
Toronto Globe, which has been for 
many years a strenuous opponent of 
protection and an anient u(l\'oi'iite o 
free trade, deelarinp that "the great ma 
jority of Canadians are neitlier free 
traders nor McKinley protectionists.' 
These utterances do not show that pro' 
tection is ovet thrown in Canada. They 
rather indicate that the party which 
professed to ref;ard protection as ro!)- 
bery is prepared to adopt ihe jiroterlive 
jiolicy whicli it coii(leiiin<;d so liitteily 
and whicli it declared its intention ut- 
terly to demolish. It is beginning to 
bo evident that the honest and sincere 
opponents of the late Government have 
gained nothing by their victory at the 
polls. The Li beral leader docs not pro- 
jiose to initiate a jjolicy of free trade, and 
he does not intend to kecji hi.-i hands oil' 
Manitoba. He and his I''rencli-C'anadiaii 
followers are i)lcdged to restore to the 
Roman Catholic minority of Manitoba 
their separate suliools. 



UNLUCKY I' A r RONS. 

Uefore the late elections a good deal 
was heard of the I'atrons. It was pre- 
dicted that they would form an intlncn- 
tial factor in the contest, and that iinite 
a luinilier of them would be returned to 
rarliaiiient . There wert; as many as 
thirty-three Patron candidates in the 
field, twenty-eight in Ontario, three in 
Manitoba and two in the Northwest 
Territories. Of all these candidates 
there were only four elected, three in 
Ontario an<l one in the Territorios. Tlii.s 
result dues not f^ay much lor thi^ inllii- 
enco of the urilrr, even in ihc^ jjiovince 
ill whicli it ii|i]HMrs to he most 
popular. Its ])residont, Mr. Mallory, 
who undertook to play the role of boss, 
was badtv beaten in East Northumber- 
land, and that, too, by a Conservative. 
There was, if our memory serves ub, a 
kind of alliance lietween the I'atroiiH, 
the Grits and the .MctJartliy iti-n, and the 
candidates of the factions were jilaceti 
wliere they woulil he lii;ely to do jnost 
harm to the Conservatives. It is pos- 
sible that the Patrons were outwitted by 
the Grits, and were allowed to run in 
constituencies in which it was iinpos- 
•sible for their candidates to ho returned, 
but where they vrould jiick up enough 
Conservative votes toenstire the returnpf 
the Grit candidate. To bo made a stool- 
plseons of in this way will not, it may 
be supposed, be very satisfactory to the 
members of the order. But they should 
have known that the Grits had too much 
experience of election contests and were 
too wide awake to make honest allies. 
The Patrons might have been sure that 
their candidate would be sacrificed in 
every constituency in wliich it suited the 
interests of the Grits to ^nife.him.- The 
drits are no doaifi laughing in -their 
elcevekat the pitiful appearance which, 
now thit the contest is over, is raade by 
their dear friends the Patrons. 



STAY AT HOME.- 

Canadians are every year Ihiding by 
experience, often very bitter, that the 
United States is not a better country to 
live in than their own.' Farmers in the 
Eastern provinces who, believing the 
line stories that were told them of the 
superiority of the States to Canada as a 
farming country, have left their com- 
fortable homesteads to seek their for- 
tunes in the prairie States have been 
cruelly disappointed. They have found 
the conditions of life in the now country 
harder and greatly more unijleusant 
than they wore " at home." Many of 
them woukl bo glad to return if they 
were able, but their circumstances are 
such that they must remain where they 
are. The Detroit Tribune tells of one 
Canadian family which succeeded in 
getting back home after seven years' resi- 
dence in the Ui.ited States. This is tlie 
story : 

" Haniel Onio, with his wife and fam- 
ily, arrived in Windsor early yesterday 
morning, on their way to Aniherstburg 
from Wisconsin. 

" Seven years at;o Onio sold his farm 
near Aiulerdon and moved to Wisconsin. 
All went well for a time, but within the 
last three years repeated failures of crops 
disgusted Omo, and he decided to go 
l)ack to the land of his birth. Money 
was a scarce commodity, however, anti 
railway fares were high, so Daniel cov- 
ered up ins big farm wagon with tuinvas, 
stowed asvny all of his worldly posses- 
sions therein, and ordered his family to 
not aboard. They lost no time in doing 
so. Then Daniel wbippeil up his horses 
and started for Canada. 

" This was over live weeks aito, and 
siiure that time llu! Oiiioh have been 
jostled over roads, good, bad and indif- 
ferent until they arrived in Windsor." 

Commenting on the above narrative 
the Ottawa Citizen s'lys : 

Instances of tliis kind are toh'rably 
frequeiil, I ar-oll' fields are jiroverbially 
green, and ninny an honest Canadian yeo- 
man who lliids that lie can only miiki 
living at home by liard labor and the 
sweat of his brow is tempted to believe 
that in the (iolden West life passes more 
easily and the conditions of success are 
less exacting. This is u great mistake 
Taken altogether there is no part of this 
continent where intelligent farming pays 
better than it does here at home in tlie 
Provmce of Ontario. 

Tlie .Merrimack, a French-Canadian 
news])ain'r iiublished in Manchester, 
New Ilainjishire, advises the inhabitants 
of (Juebeo not to emigrate to the States 
Times are hard tlieie, and emi)loynieiit 
not to be had. They, if they only knew 
it, are much better oil' at home than 
they would be in any of the manufac 
taring Stales, Such advice is much 
more likely to be taken now than it 
would have been a few years ago when 
the States appeared in the eyes of the 
young people of that part of the Domin- 
ion a veritable Land of Promise. 



R.-l L FOUR'S RL UNDERS. 

The Itritish Ckjnservatives are deeply 
disai)poinled with iMr. J5alfoiir as leader 
of the House of Commons. Me has 
greatly fallen in their estimation as a 
practical politician. Very few leaders 
have had such a majority at their back 
as he has, yet the work of the Ifouse is 
done slowly and badly. It is tpiite evi 
dent that the men who form the Conser 
vative majority ha\e little faith in .Mr. 
Balfour as a leader. The late Mr.Smitfi, 
though not to be mentioned in the same 
sentence aa Mr. Balfour as far as ability 
and attainmenta are concerned, mauat;- 
ed the House far better than the present 
leader. He understood his followers liet- 
ter, .mil was far more successful 
in getting them to do what 
wanted, lie, tliou;.;li not by any nioiins 
a man of lirst-rate ability, was a good 
tactician, and he very seldom allowed 
his opponents to get an advantage over 
him. This is what a clever writer 
Ilarjier's Weekly, who does not appear 
to he in tlie least prejudiced against the 
Conservatives, sa\-s about .Mr. IJalfour's 
leadership of the House of C'umnionH: 

Mr. liall'our has been oulmann nvied 
and outgeneralled time after time. He 
has no t,'eniiis for — lu^ probably despises 
— the small parts of parliamentary war- 
fare. He has shown irresolution and 
wuaknesH; h(! has allowed debates to 
dawdle on when a ilecisivii word fr-oni 
him might have saved much precious 
time. Worse than that, he has displayed 
a .seeming; indifference to the duties" of 
his otTu-e. It is one of the unwrittim 
laws of the ihntee that the lead- 
ing inember should always bo at 
Ins post. i\Ir. Gladstone and Uis- 
1 aeli were rarely absent from the House 
more than an hour or so at a time. But 
-Mr. Balfour started his career ai leader 
bv coming down late and leaving earlv. 
(Questions which he ought to have iiii- 
fiertaken himself were constantlv lieing 
ilelegatod to inferior members toiinswer. 
During the Gladstonian-Kosebery ad- 
ministration the heart and soul of the 
opposition, the real backbone of the at- 
tack, was not Mr. liallour, but Mr. 
Chamberlain. As lialfoiir overshadowed 
.Smith, so Chamberlain is overshadow- 
ing Balfour, and before long no one 
would be surprised to see the imperious 
Colonial Secretary standing in Mr. Bal- 
four's shoes, and bringing liis finn- 
nesa and decisiveness to bear on 
the business of the House. Certainly 
Mr. Balfour's leadership has been aomo- 
\viiat of a disappointment. His failure 
liaB puzzled, vexed and estranged his 
party; and the rt^sult was seen tlio 
otbei- ilay when his followers threw off 
his light-lingered guidance and bolted 
on the Education bill. He entreated 
them to rally round the Government 
and to save the measure, and their 
answer was to put down over a lumdred 
nmondmenis in three days. The bill 
as wreck(;d by its own friends, and the 
Liberals found the enemy delivered into 
their liands, Never was' there so jiiti- 
able a collapse, and Mr. Balfour's in- 
ability to control his own Huiijioitera 
it^aa the cause of it. However, Mr. Bal- 
four is only forty-eight, and in English 
politics a man is not eVen ' middle-aged 
till he is past sixty. He' haa 'alill twelve, 
years of youth before hiif — timp enough 



in which to live down his last and "most 

grievous reputation. 

The Times in its article of the IGth of 
June, before the Education bill was 
wrecked, reflects very' severely on Mr. 
Balfour's -^management, " While we," 
it says, "are ready to make all reason- 
able allowance for the difHculties in 
which tho Government has boeomo in- 
volved in the conduct of its business in 
tho Housu of Commons, we are unable 
to regard the course which Mr. Balfour 
submitted yesterday at the meeting of 
the Unionist party as satisfactory." The 
course which he afterwards pursued 
mtist have been more unsatisfactory still 
to the Times and to those who desire 
that the Conservative Government 
should continue to stand high in the 
esteem of tho people. 

MINING IN THE " RAND." 

It might be supposed that the troubles 
in the Transvaal would flfi'ect the out- 
put of gold in the " Rand." So they did 
for a short time. The attempted revo- 
lution threw business into confusion. 
The black men who do a great part of 
the manual labor in the mines became 
iritthtened and deserted their work in 
droves. But after a while, seeing that 
there was no disturbance, they came 
back ogain. There was consequently a 
largt! ialliiiij dIV in the yield of gold in 
.laiuiary, which was l-fH,Ol)0 ounces as 
compared with 177,1)1)0 ounces in the 
correspond.iiig month of tlu? preceding 
year. Bradstreet's, however, rejiorts 
that; 

Latterly, indeed, with t!ie calming 
dnwii of tho political e.xcitetnent and the 
active ste|>8 taken by the ^roveninient to 
insure an adeiiuate supply of labor, the 
lelui'iis have increaseil materially, the 
production for .May lieiiiL' init at IXi.ilOO 
ounces, atjainst r.l l ounces in May, 
L'^S).').

and Americans the privileges of citizen- 
ship. It will be very singular if so 
shrewd a man as he is will not see that 
it will bo better to have them loyal citi- 
zens of the reiMihlic, earnestly desirous 
to prniiKite its welfare, than discontented 
alien residents plotting; its downfall.

Mr. Henry Haunder.s, the lather of the 
Alherni mining movement, returned on 
Sunday evening from a visit to the Min 
eral Hill group of mines. Mr. Saunders 
is onthusiaatic over nil the evidences 
that were present to show that Minera 
Hill is sure to become a \ery rich min 
ing camp. The weather was perfect dur 
ing the trip and with the improvement 
in the road from the Duke of York hy- 
draulic claim to De Beaus it is now an 
easy matter to reach the foot of Mineral 
Hill. 

The Alberni Consolidated is the chief 
centre of work on the Hill at present, 
though Mr. Saunders is convinced that 
the owners of a number of claims adja- 
cent to it have good and Hurlicient reas 
ons why they should develoji their sev- 
eral properties. Work is at present con- 
liiied to running a tunnel to tap the 
shaft at n depth of si-tby feet. It will re- 
quire altogether one hundred feet of 
tunnelling to do this. Capt. Hoss and a 
gang of miners go down on Tliursilay to 
reinfoire the ])ieseiit stafl" of men work 
ing on the claim, and it u 
the management's intention to 
jiush the work until a point 
of bullion protiiictioii is reached. 
The air compressor plant will be on the 
ground shortly, and the Lhreu-stam)i 
mill now at the Albion Iron Works will 
be sent in as soon as the road is com- 
jileted to Do Beaux, which will be in 
about ten days time. Only the bridges 
now remain to be constructed, and work 
was begun on these on i\londay. The 
recent mill test of Alberni ore was a sal- 
iafactorv one. Beaidea the free gold to 
the amount of $67.50 for the 2,800 pounds 
the concentrates assayed $200 per ton, 
or if20 to the ton of ore. In this test, 
only the ore from the Ixittoiii of the 
shaft, where it is si.x feet wide, was 
cnislu'd. none of the plieiioineiially rich 
rock being put t lir(.iiigli .

The 
owners of this claim, in Mr. Saunders' 
opinion, are allowing a very fine pro]i- 
erly to remain undevcdnped, when a 
little work would prove a valiialdi- mine. 

I.viiig south of the Alherni claim and 
cut by .Mineral creek is the l.;isl Dollar. 
This claim has the exti-iisioii of the Al- 
berni ledge, which was slinwu to Mr. 
.Siiunders liy a miner workiiii.; in the 
.-Mberiii. 

The Ace of Spades claim, which lies (o 
the extreim; west of the .Mineral Hill 
group, has on it a two-foot vein of white 
iron stained quartz, carrying gold and 
copper.

Hii.vLiJY, July 7. — la the heat between 
Yale and tbt^ Leander rowing club, the 
Leaiiders -won to-day. The Y'ale men 
were afloat at 9:45 a.m. and took a abort 
trial spin to test the rigging of their 
boat. 

Tbe weather was cloudy and opprea- 
flivo, there was scarcely a breath of air 
at noon to-day. All the morning trains 
arriyeil heavily laden with rowing en- 
thusiasts, but the crowd was not as great 
as expected. Yale colors were; seen 
everywhere on the grand stand, in the 
enclosure, lioiise boats, launches and 
small hoatt;. ."\lr. .1 auies 1!. Roosevelt, 
secretary of tlie L'liiteil States einljassy, 
was present. 

Pre villus Lo the begin iiiiiL' of the racing 
Bob C'uok said that u i lli conditions as 
they were at 1 1 t here waa not the 
aliglitc^st ail vantaiie in either Bucks or 
licrk.H stiitiun. He added it was a ]ier- 
feclly lair course, and thought the 
l.eaiiders would win by from a le.nglh to 
a leiiglli and a half. 

When tbe uiiipirci's lauiu'h left tin. 
press stand for the atari Bob Cook, 
Major Stewart, one of the stewards, Col. 
Willan and Puttman, representatives of 
the stewards, reporters for three sport- 
ing [lajiera, a representative of the New 
■^'ork World, 11 representative of the 
.■Vssociateil Press, and Kent, last year's 
stroke for t he Lea ndera, were the only 
passeiiL'ers.

His voice sound- 
ed strange as he called: "Row her 
around, one." ^ There was a long nerv- 
oua wait before tbe boatmen in |iunts 
alongside tbe piles in the middle of the 
river could get the boats even. Then 
Col. Willan said : "I shall ask once.

The crews ahirted weli and prettily

Y'ale 
showed herself quick at starting, but at 
tbe end of tbe island the (..eanders had a 
lead of one man, and were steadily 
cree|)ing away , rowi ng evenly and power- 
fully. The cheering along the course 
from tbe start was lair and impartial, 
and as the two crews rowed almost neck 
and neck for over lialf thi! distance, 
there were cries from both banks of tlie 
river, " Well rowed, Valel " 

At the half distance it looked as if 
Yale might win, but at the finisli the 
New Haven men were exhausted and sal 
leaning on their oars, while several of 
them dashed water over their faces. Ttie 
Leanders were comparatively fresh. As 
boats appeared in sight near the 
liniali there waa tremendous applause, 
slumting ami fliigs wavini;, and excite- 
ment increased until it became a biiri i- 
cane ileiiii)iistiati(in in favor of Vale 
upon the part of the .Vincncana, and in 
i.ivor of I.eaii'ler in the case- of the Brit- 
ish. Vale jKirtizaiis on the grand stand 
wei-e fairly v.ild with excitement. The 
time of the race wa.s seven minutes and 
a (piarter of a second. 

When Yale's boat was taken from the 
water, Rogers and Brown had to he as- 
sisted into the boat bouse, where ihev 
were laid on the floor. Several of the 
Leanders attende(i immediately and be- 
gan chating their ariiis, etc., doing 
everything jiossilile to revive the sulfer- 
ers.

Willan, representative nf the Henley 
atewarilB,otiier regatta otliciiUa and prom- 
inent rowing men went to the Y'ale boat 
lionse and sliook bunds with Bob Cook 
and llio American oarsmen, expresaiiig 
regret that tliey bad not won. Kvery- 
body hero joined in praising Bob Cook 
for his admirable handling of the Yalo 
crew. He waa never away for more than 
an hour since they landed, and the crow 
have expressed to him their gratitude. 
Bob certainly never worked harder loget 
a crow in lit condition to win a race.
